Washington, May —Secretary Mc- 
Adoo announced tonight that the first 
offering of bonds authorized under the 
war finance law would be a two billion 
dollars “liberty loan” issue, open to 
popular subscription at par, and that 
subscriptions would be received till 
June 15 next. The bonds will be dated 
July 1, and will be ready for delivery 
on that date. 

Although many organizations in ad- 
dition to the banks of the country will 
be utilized in floating the bonds, the 
twelve federal reserve banks will be 
designated as central agencies in their 
respective districts, receiving subscrip- 
tions, delivering the bonds and carin# 
for other details. The proceeds of the 
issue will be deposited in as large a 
number of banks throughout the country 
as practicable and will be withdrawn 
gradually. 

Interest on the bonds will be payable 


_ gemi-annually on January 1 and July 1. 


Details as to the denomination have 
not yet been prescribed, but the low- 
est denomination, it was announced, 
will be so small as to place the bonds 
within reach of every investor. 

Among the agencies which will be 
authorized to accept subscriptions, Mr. 
(McAdoo designated banks, trust com- 
panies, private bankers, bond houses, 
postoffices, express companies, depart- 
ment stores, newspapers and other 
“volunteers who have come forward in 
great numbers.” Many offers of as- 
sistance have been rceiyed from wom- 
en's organizations, and as s00n as pos- 
sible the secretary will organize a 
woman's committee to assist in the 
work of obtaining subscriptions and dis- 
tributing the issue. 

A large oversubscription, Mr. McAdoo 
announced, appears likely. 

Statement by McAdoo. 
In a statement making the announce- 


ment, Mr. McAdoo said: 


“T have determined to make an initial 
offering of $2,000,000,000 of the 3% per 
cent ‘liberty loan’ of 1917. The bonds 
will be dated July 1, 1917, with interest 
payable semi-annually January 1 and 
July 1. hp maturities will be an- 
nounced later. In accordance with the 
provisions of the act, the bonds will be 
convertible into bonds bearing a higher 
rate of interest than 3% per cent if 
any subsequent series of bonds shal] be 
issued at a higher rate of interest be- 
fore the termination of the war be- 
tween the United States and the Ger- 
man government. 

“The ‘liberty loan’ will be offered at 
par as a popular subscription, and am- 
ple opportunity will be given to every 
man and woman in the United States 
who wishes to subscribe to secure an 
absolutely safe investment. free from

‘Professor to Heth Show 
That Husband Condoned 
Relations of Mrs. Vawter, 
and Heth. 


YOU ARE A LUCKY BEING, 
VAWTER WROTE TO HETH 


Vawter Said Wife Stood ‘by 
Him When Drink Had 
Made Demon of Him, and 
He Would Not Stand in 
Way of Her Love for Heth. 


Christiansburg, Va.. May 2.—<A story 
of how Charles E. Va'wter, Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute professor, on trial 
here for killing Stockton Heth, Jr., had 
struggled against a craving for drink, 
had discovered and condoned improper 
relations between his wife and Heth 
and had asked the latter to pay a 
whisky debt for him was revealed in 
letters introduced today by the state. 
They were written by Vawter to Heth 
last year, the prosecution asserted, and 
were discovered by the dead man’s sis- 
ter after he. had been shot in the 
Vawter home, where he was a guest. 

The letters were produced during the 
cross examination of Vawter this after- 
noon and apparently came as a sur- 
prise to the defense. One communica- 
tion said Vawter had discovered the 
improper relations between his wife 
and Heth, but that since she had stood 
by him when drink had made a demon 
of him, his love for her would not now 
falter. 

“Now you can love her with less 
fear,” the letter said. “You are not 
worrying me for it is for her happiness, 
not yours, although I like you Very 
much. You are simply a lucky being.” 

It was in this letter that Heth was 
asked to pay a whisky debt of $63 for 
the writer. He also wrote that his 
other debts amounted to $2,600. Hav- 
ing detailed his financial straits, Vaw- 
ter admonished Heth not to mistreat 
Mrs. Vawter and not to let her know 
that Vawter knew that she loved the 
young man. He also asked that care 
be taken that no breath of suspicion 
reach the public. 

Vawter Warned Heth. 

In-the first of the three letters in- 
troduséed, Vawter warned Heth that he 
had discovered the latter's relations 
with Mrs. Vawter and warned him to 
keep away from the Vawter home. 

This letter follows: 


“June 15, 1916-—Mr. S. Heth, Jr., 
Blacksburg, Va. My Dear Stockton: 
I have been thinking matters over very 
carefully and I must ask of you that 
you do not come to my house or see or 
write or converse with my wife at all. 
You may blame me some, but the hap- 
piness of our lives has been ruined and 
as I think things over soberly and 
carefully, I feel that you are not the 
person for her to associate with. Your 
influence has been such that only last 
Sunday she threatened to kill herself. 
I take my part of the blame, but you 
should know that no matter what 
blame may be attached to me and 
leaving out the fact that you have 
no rights, you should have been a 
friend and helped her at a time when 
she needed help. You seem to forget 
that what you have done was the worst 
thing that could be done for her hap- 
iness. I trusted you as a friend, but 

can never trust you again. There are 
times when a woman needs help and 
not dragging down. I do not propose 
to have her pure name dragged in the 
dust coupled with the very unsavory 
reputation that you have, so far as the 
fair sex are concerned.

1,300,000 GERMANS | 
HAVE LOST LIVES 
SINCE WAR BEGAN 


Amsterdam.—(Via London.)—May 2.— 
One million, three hundred thousand 
Germans have perished in the war, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Joseph 
Friedrich Naumann formerly a conserv- 
active member of the reichstag. Herr 
Naumann lecturing on the “Influence 
of the War on Population” said in part: | 

“Until now the war has caused a loss 
of 1,300,000 dead. This, together with ' 
the decrease in birth, gives a reduction 
of 3,800,000. The surplus of females 
has increased from 800,000 to far more 
than 2,000,000. The nation has bled as 
never since the Thirty Years War.”

‘MUST FURNISH:OFFICERS 
AND GEORGIA’S TROOPS 


From the many requests for information in resent to the officers’ 
training camp, to be opened at Fort McPherson on May 14, which have 
reached The Constitution from all parts of Georgia, it is evident that there 
is a great lack of information and much confusion as to the qualifications 
for entrance and the steps to be taken to secure admission to the camp. 

In order that no-patriotic Georgian who wishes to embrace this oppor- 
tunity to serve his country may be prevented from doing so by a misunder- 
standing, The Constitution presents the following facts: 

The camp at Fort McPherson is to be the training school for officers 
to command the troops which will be raised from Georgia, Florida, and 
Alabama under the provisions of the universal service law. Opportunity 
is thus offered to 2,500 men from these three states, who have the educa- 
tional and other qualifications to become officers, to fit themselves for this 
service, and it is up to a sufficient number of them to fill the quota or 
men will be brought in from other states to act as officers for enlisted 
men conscripted from Georgia, Florida, and Alabama. 

Men between the ages of 20 years and 9 months and 45 years who can 
qualify as clearly well educated men, whether college graduates or not, or 
who in business, in athletics, or otherwise have shown qualities of leader- 
ship in an unusual degree, are desired, and it will be a sad commentary 
upon the patriotism and intelligence of these states if more than enough 
men do not offer their services. 

Men above 25 years of age who have had experience in business which 
has required the handling of men are especially desired. Married men 
will be accepted as readily as unmarried men, and the obligation which rests 
upon citizens of these three states who can quality as officers is in no way 


affected by the age limits which congress may adopt for conscription of 
men for service in the ranks. 

Only by taking the course of training at this camp can a citizen of 
Georgia, Florida, or Alabama become an officer. There will be no political 
appointments, the government having adopted the policy of judging fitness 
to command purely on the basis of ability and fidelity demonstrated in 
actual practice in the training camps. For most men of the type who are 


everyday affairs and take up the course of training, but this is just what 
our.country expects in the present crisis. 

In some quarters there seems to be a disposition to place this entire 
responsibility upon young men just reaching their majority. That may be 
all right, so far as men for the ranks are concerned, for very young men 
are most efficient for this service. For officers, on the other hand, men 
of experience and judgment are needed, must be had, and surely there are 
enough men of this class ready to answer the call. The opportunity to lead 
in the path of duty and danger is now at hand and by the response shall 
be determined the mettle of our men. 

The time in which applications may be made for entrance to this camp 
is drawing to a close, as under present rulings of the war department, all 
must be in by May 7. Examining forces are now at work on the ninth 


floor of the Empire building and at Fort McPherson. At either place 
blanks can be secured and full detailed information secured. To save time, 


all applicants should come to Atlanta armed with three letters of recom- [ 
mendation from three prominent parties, attesting to the character; ability 
and standing of the applicant.

Amsterdam, May 2.—(Via Léndon.)— 
The German reichstag resumed its ses- 
sion today. The president of the cham- 
ber, Dr. Johannes Kaempf, in his open-- 
ing address, speaking of the entry of 
the United States into the war, said 
a new and mighty opponent had joined 
the ranks of Germany’s enemies. Presi- 
dent Wilson, in a message to ress 
on April 2, he declaréd, ould ho\was 
waging war against the Germang in 
the interests of mankind and on _ tho 
ground of justice, | 

President Wilson, Dr. Kaempf con- 
tinued, had lost his sight in making this 
assertion, since he had not stirred a fin- 
ger to hinder England when England 
announced her war of starvation 


against Germany, a war in violation of | 


all human and international  righ#ts; 
President Wilson had lost his sight 
when he rejected the German proposal 
to secure the lives of Americans on 
American vessels in certain routes, 
which carried no contraband, and by 
this rejection exposed his own compa- 
triots to danger and death. 

Wilson’s Charge Against Germany.

“represents the German people as 
without will of their own and as hav- 
ing been driven into the war by a 
group of ambitious people, but he tells 
nothing of the long years of encircle- 
ment and machinations against them, 
nothing of the enemies’ recently strong- 
ly expressed will to destroy Germany.

FOR AERO SCHOOL 


Aero Club of America.Con- 


firms Establishing Train-. 


ing School at State. Insti- 
tution — Will Take $100,- 
000 to Finance School. 


By James G. Lester, Jr. 

Allan R. Hawley, president of the 
Aer6é Club of America, has confirmed 
the establishing of a school of aero- 
nautics at Tech. Phineas V. Stephens, 
who is at the back of the movement, 
has been authorized by President 
Matheson, of Tech, to negotiate with 
ihe war department for federal co- 
«peration. 

The school will be established at the 
earliest date possible, and will be under 
the control of both federal aviation in- 
structors sent out by the government 
and the engineering instructors ‘at 
Tech. 

The idea of establishing this school 
is to prepare men for the United States 
service who have never had previous 
experience at flying. 

The students will include Tech men 
who hgve already completed engineer- 
ing courses or who are taking such 
courses at that time. The most desired 
age limit is between 18 and 22. At 
this age the men are fully developed 
and are daring, and are not bound 
down by business ties. 

The school will be located out from 
Atlanta. The grounds will require 
from 600 to 600 acres of cleared, level 
land. Here the hangars in which the 
aeroplanes are kept will be built. 

United States authorties have assert- 
éd that Georgia Tech has better facili- 
ties for an ayiation training school 
than any other school in the southeast 
and ig better able to train men ir 
coast artillery and engineer reserve 
corps than West Point. 

They claim that when a man has 
completed the engineering courses at 
Tech that he is better able to go into; 
this work, for he already knows how. to 


' build bridges, pontoons, dams, canals, 


docks, lay submarine cables, etc., and 


‘these things are essential to the coast 


artillery and the engineering corps. 

It will require $100,000 to establish 
and equip this school. This must come 
from the federal government or from 
aeronautic clubs scattered 
over the United States. ) 

Already a club of wealthy Americans, 
of which Mr. Hawley is president, has 
established training schools at Harvard 
and Boston Tech. Mr. Stephens hopes 
to be able to obtain valuable financial 
aid from this same club toward the 
school at Tech.

Says Dr. Porter 


Does Not Believe in Wars, 
But Thinks the United 
States Is Fighting for the 
Right.

Dr. Henry Alford Porter, pastor of 
the Second Baptist church, believes that 
the pulpits of Georgia ought to be 
used as recruiting stations. “Of course,” 
said Dr. Porter, “I mean in an inspira- 
tional sense. I understand .that Billy 
Sunday has an office in his New York 
tabernacle, with a recruiting officer in 
charge, for this purpose. I should ap- 
prove of this everywhere were it prac- 
ticable. But it could not be done liter- 
ally in our churches,” 

Continuing, Dr. Porter said, “My con- 
viction is that this controversy is, in 
its essence, a great spiritual struggle. 
The United States is going into it with- 
out hope or plan for any gain. Our ad- 
ministration does not want an inch of 
territory or a penny of indemnity. I 
am utterly opposed to war as a perma- 
nent factor in human life. It is a stage, 
and in itself a low stage, in human 
progress. But there have been righteous 
wars in the past, wars of self-defense 
and wars in defense of grand princi- 

les. And we can see the footsteps of 
od on the battlefields of other days. 
And just as truly our children will look 
back and see the footprints of God in 
this great world struggle. 

“The attitude of Jesus Christ cannot 
be interpreted’as favoring ‘peace at any 
price. Occasional texts may support 
this view, but we cannot hang a doc- 
trine upon isolated words or sentences. 
The whole tenor of Jesus’ life and gos- 
pel favors the defense of the weak and 
@ie mistreated. It is antagonistic to 
wrong and evil. And the rights of oth- 
ers are to be upheld even by the expen- 
diture of life. The deepest and truest 
— of humanity support this 
view.”

MEN HAVE BiG PART 
IN RED GROSS WORK 


Organization Not a Wom- 
an’s Sewing Society, Mrs. 
Belmont Tiffany Tells 
Meeting of Atlanta People. 


By T. N. Morgan, Jr. 

Mrs. Belmont Tiffany, chairman of 
the New York Red Cross society, in a 
lecture delivered at the ball room of 
the Kimball house, on Wednesday 
morning, gave to the 300 people who 
attended a new idea of the methods 
and means which must be used for the 
successful operation of this and all 
chapters of the Red Cross. 

She emphasized the fact that the Red 
Crose is not simply a “sewing club,” in 
which only women can take part, as 
some suppose, but the men must con- 
sider that they have a very large part 
of the burden in the way of supplying 
the’ needed funds. “For the men to 
think that they can have no part in the 
érganization would be disastrdus to 
the cause,” said Mrs. Tiffany. 

“When our boys march away,” she 
said, “we do not know into what dan- 
gere or wounds or illnesses they are 
going. We do know that, wherever 
they g0, somebody, somewhere in 
America, is doing something to make 
that danger or wound or illness more 
endurable. What some Sther woman 
of the Red Cross is doing for my boy 
I want to do for the other woman's 


boy. 

“Organization, thorough, complete, 
disciplined and strong, is what we most 
need. The basic plan of the American 
Red Cross is absolute co-operation 
Quick action is essential- when the call 
comes. There must be no dilly-dally- 
ing. There must be prompt response, 


for parleying or discussion of per- 
sonal pre-eminence. Things must be 
done and done quickly. The Red Cross 
is the agent of relief and it must be 
able to mobilize the various means of 
relief at a telegraphic call or a cable. 
The chain is no stronger than its weak- 
est link. If your chapter is strongly 
organized, if your work room is ready 
with its quota of supplies, if your 
packing boxes are filled with the hos- 
pital necessaries, if your committees 
are alert and informed and domes then 
you are a vital and indispensable part 
of the greatest organization operating 
in the world today. If your chapter is 
weak, you weaken the whole in just 
that degree. 

“So many people want to know why 
we are making bandages and oakum 
pads and gauze drains and fracture 
pillows and such things before theres 
any fighting. Let me tell you why. 

“First, because these supplies are 
needed where there is fighting. Thou- 
sands and thousands of surgical dress- 
ings have been going to Europe since 
the war began. Now our allies, our 
brothers in common cause, need them, 
Again: our own camp and moiliza- 
tion hospitals are to be suppfied. Sick- 
ness and accident do not pass by the 
thousands of raw recruits who are 
flocking to the colors. Still again, 
there is an economic importance in 
making these things and storing them. 
The’ price of raw materials is toda 
five times as great as it was in 1914, 
and still increasing. We must make 
them and store them away. This is ex- 
perience. This is foresight. It js com- 
mon sense. Don't put it off. Go to 
work.” 

Mrs. Tiffany told a story of condi- 
tions prevailing in the environs of Paris 
shortly after the beginning of the war. 
The Germans were supposed to be ap- 
proaching the city, and in order to keep 
the wounded French soldiers from re- 
turning to Paris and falling tnto the 
enemy's hands, the trains bearing them 
were detoured and sent to the south. 
Those who were hopelessly hurt and in- 
curable had to be separated from the 
others whose wounds were not fatal. 

“Seven hundred men who must die, 
said the spéaker, ‘“‘were left on the 
hard concrete floor of a railway junc- 
tion room. Can you imagine, yom wom- 
en who have felt pain—anything from 
a toothache to a fractured limb—and 
experienced the relief 
brought you through an anaesthetic or 
a drug or a cooling draught, can you, 
ask, imagine the horrors of the hell 
through which these poor fellows pass- 
ed? No blankets, nothing to staunch 
their wounds, no sedatives, no nurses, 
nothing but hard floors for their poor, 
»broken bodies and shattered frames, 

“That was the sight witnessed by 
Frederic Coudert, of New York, then 
in France on government matters. He 
hastened back to Paris, sixteen miles 
distant from the junction. and told Mrs. 
Hewitt, an American woman, about the 
situation. ‘It was decided to call 
the American Red Cross. The ca- 
ble offices had closed for the night. 
At 8 in the morning a cable was for- 
warded to Washington, and by 8 in the 
evening $25,000 had been placed at the 
disposal of the French Red Cross to 
provide for the emergencies of the time. 

“That’s what your Red Cross money 
does, people of Atlanta. That's what 
it means for you to belong to this great 
organization. You are a link in the 
chain of relief to help alleviate suffer- 
ing and death. Oh, do throw yourselves 
into the service and share the burden of 
the world woe in this hour of great 
need.” 

Mrs. Tiffany commended the work of 
the Atlanta chapter for its co-ordina- 
tion and good organization. Everything 
about the workrooms was inspected by 
her, and she pronounced the equipment 
to be correct and up-to-date. 

Following the meeting at the Kim- 
ball, Mrs. Tiftany met with the com- 
mittee on public safety of the chamber 
of commerce, and later met with the 
board of directors of the Associated 
Charities and made some valuable sug- 
gestions in regard to co-ordinating the 
work of the civilian relief committee 
and the other benevolent agencies. 

The Red Cross is the only volunteer 
organization authorized to co-operate 
with the army and navy. President 
Wilson is its president, and former 
President Taft is its executive head. It 
needs more members in Atlanta, al- 
though seven thousand have already 
joined. 

“The Japan Red Cross has a far 
greater membership than has the Amer- 
ican. It is well organized and well 
equipped. Surely, it is our duty and 
our privilege to bring our own Red 
Cross up to a place of pre-eminence in 
the world today, and that is what you 


in Atlanta are helping to do,” said Mrs. 
Tiffany in concluding her address. ,

there is also a class in Spanish where 
the men may get some knowledge of 
this highly important subject. 

The prison school now has about 150 
students, a very good proportion of the 
total number of prisoners.

Growing Velvet Beans Instead 
of Cotton.

‘The farmers of Terrell county do not 
seem to be worried about the cotton 
crop or the war situation.

Mr. McFadden, who is a son of the 
wealthy Philadelphia cotton merchant 
and art collector, whose gallery of Eng- 
lish paintings is one of the most note- 
worthy of privately owned collections 
in the world, hopes to raise in this 
country a fund sufficient to purchase 
three new sections of twenty ambu- 
lances each, and to keep them running 
for one year. Each section, which also 
includes two supply cars, a fleld kitch- 
en and a staff automobile, costs ap- 
proximately $45,000. He already has 
delivered lectures in New York and 
Philadelphia,

Those members of congress—senators 
and representatives alike—who persist in 
pulling different ways on every suggestion 
coming from the administration with regard 
to war legislation, may not know it, but the 
country-at-large is heartily sick of the spec- 
tacle they are daily making of themselves.

Following the declaration of war no con- 
gressman—no more than any private citi- 
sen—has a moral, patriotic right to obstruct 
the working out of the plans approved by 
the administration and the majority in con- 
gress for the prosecution of the war. 

Yet it is a deplorable fact that every 
move the president has made since war was 
declared has been blocked and warped and 
weakened by a few recalcitrant, dissentient, 
controversial, leather-lunged members, in 
house and senate, who persist in the effort 
to block every administrative proposal for 
the mobilizing of an army and navy or the 
conservation and intensification of the na- 
tion’s war resources. 

There is a little group of gladiatorial 
congressional pettifoggers who seem blindly 
determined, no matter what is proposed, to 
wrangle and jangle and bicker and brangle 
and yawp it to death—or, at any rate, neu- 
tralize its effectiveness.

A WORD FOR BOXING. 


Boxing as a form of sport has of recent 

years come in for more than its share of 
denunciation by the moral laity as well as 
by the pulpit. Still, it is very much alive, 
and from all indications it will continue to 
live. 
» Like many another fundamentally good 
thing, the sport of boxing has suffered from 
its abuses. There is nothing evil in boxing 
per se, and it is unjust to condemn it simply 
because a few evil-minded men have en- 
gaged in it and exploited and misused it for 
the sake of money. 

Some of our best and cleanest citizens 
are pronounced an outspoken enthusiasts 
for the sport. Colonel Roosevelt, for ex- 
ample, always has been a boxing “fan,” and 
in his prime was fairly well equipped to take 
care of himself in a hand-to-hand scrimmage, 
thanks to the training received from profes- 
gional boxers. And only a few days ago the 
Rev. Billy Sunday himself gave voice to a 
characteristically direct and forceful indorse- 
ment of the sport, and he gave some mighty 
good reasons why he is for it.

In a boxing contest there is 
none of the “let George do it” thing; it’s “do 
it yourself’ and “do it now,” or you suffer 
the consequences. 

It is the rowdy element and commercial- 
ism that has brought boxing into conflict 
with the aesthetic tastes of s0 many good 
people; but tennis, basketball or any other 
wholesome form of athletics might be abused 


in exactly the same way. Yet, because of | 
such abuse the sport in itself should not be |. 


held responsible nor denounced. 

Boxing should be, as Billy Sunday sug- 
gests, “properly regulated,” and, in its right- 
ful form and place, encouraged rather than 
discouraged by law and preaching. 


RAILROADS AS FOOD PRODUCERS 


So long as thé world’s food supply is 
scant as it is today and the situation so 
precarious as it promises to be at least 
during the war, not an acre of ground capa- 
ble of adding to.the supply of foodstuffs for 
man or beast should be permitted to Ile 
idle. Every available acre should be made 
to “do its bit.” 

In the United States are many thousands 
of acres of fertile land fenced off in rail- 
roads’ rights-of-way—ribbons of rich soil 
stretching far and away hither and yon— 
which year in and year out produce nothing 
of value, which add not an iota to the 
world’s agricultural wealth; but which 
might just as well—far better, in fact—be 
pressed into service and made to produce 
something. 

The railroads in the far west are coming 
to recognize the importance of this fact, 
and are patriotically offering the use of their 
rights-of-way to help in the great cause. 

Only a few days ago the Southern Pa- 
cific, through W. R. Scott, its vice president 
and general manager, offered free to farmcrs 
this year’s crops of volunteer oats, barley 
and hay growing on its rights-of-way, cov- 
ering all of its lines in Oregon and Califor.- 
nia. It is estimated that more than 12,000 
acres of land productive of such crops are 
involved in the tender, and the crops thus 
to be conserved will run into hundreds of 
thousands of tons of forage and foodstuffs, 
worth an immense amount of money to the 
world. The only restriction the road im- 
poses with its gratis offer is that the farm- 
ers do the harvesting under supervision of 
railroad section men—which is, of course, 
for reasons of safety, and a wise precaution. 

Heretofore such crops—resulting from 
seed dropped from grain-laden trains and 
taking root in the fertile soil beside the 
tracks—have been wasted. When ripened 
they have been a source of fire menace to 
the railroad companies, and have been 
burned off by section crews. 

Furthermore, the Southern Pacific has 
issued instructions to all of its division su- 
perintendents “to urge all section hands and 
agents to use right-of-way land for truck 
gardening.” 

George T. Slade, first vice president of 
the Northern Pacific, announced that his 
road this year will plow up the fertile little 
parks, which beautify most of its stations 
throughout the west, and grow upon them 
its own potatoes. He recently gave Out an 
interview in a Pacific coast newspaper, in 
which he said: 


“The road is planning to grow its own 
potatoes this year under the direction 
of Hazen J. Titus, superintendent of din- 
ing car service. Orders are being issued 
to all station agents to thave the depot 
parks plowed up this year and planted to 
potatoes. The crop will be taken over by 
the dining car department. We antici- 
pate that a large supply can be secured 
in this way. We have men employed to 
care for the parks and they can care for 
potatoes at no extra expense.” 

This policy is economically sound and 
wholly beneficent, not alone to the railroad 
companies and the individuals concerned, 
but to the country and the world-at-large. 

It is a step in the right direction, against 
which there can be no logical argument 
from any standpoint. It might well be emu- 
lated by the railroads of the south and all 
other sections of the country, and made to 
apply to every acre of right-of-way land 
that is capable of adding to the world’s 


bread basket or pork barrel.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 
WT ths Uated Menten Depeeimaet ot 
Agriculture for The Constitution. 
XI—Onions in the Home Garden. 


Onions, like potatoes, are a staple crop 
that is grown commercially on a very ex- 
tensive scale. The home gardener, however, 
may like to have a few early home-grown 
onions for his table or, if space permits, he 
may wish to grow enough of later varieties 
to last his family through the winter. The 
onion will thrive under a wide range of cli- 
matic and soil condition, but a rich sandy 
loam containing plenty of humus is best suit- 
ed to it. As the crop: requires shallow cu]- 
tivation and it may be necessary to resort 
to hand work-in order to keep it free from 
weeds, it is very desirable that the land 
should be in such condition that it ig easily 
worked. As a@ general rule, it is well to 
have the crop follow some other onethat has 
been kept under the hoe and free from weeds 
the previous season. 

In the north, seed is sown ag early in 
the spring as the soil can be brought to the 
proper condition. In the south, onion sets 
are frequently put out in the autumn and 
carried through the winter with the pro- 
tection of a little hay or straw. There are 
three methods of propagating onions: The 
first, by sowing the seed in rows where the 
crop is to grow; second, by sowing the geed 
in specially-prepared beds and transplanting 
the seedlings to the open ground; and third, 
by planting sets which have been kept 
through the winter. The first method ig 
used by large commercial growers on account 
of the amounut of labor involved in the 
others. On small areas, however, it may be 
preferable to plant sets) Under normal con- 
ditions these may usually be obtained. at 


planting time for.about $2.50 a bushel, § or 
9 bushels being required to = an acre. 
Onions planted from sets will ripen earlier 
than those from seed sown in the fields. When

Experience has proved that some of tse 
finest statesmen, teachers, preachers and bus- 
iness men have come from among the neglect- 
ed children of the country and the city street 
boys. The boy who stands guard, while his 
father makes “moonshine whisky,” may, 
with proper training, become one of the 
foremost teachers of political economy in 
the next generation. The very boy from 
whom you bought this paper and who may be 
@ regular student in a “Fagan school,” may, 
if he receives the proper care and .training, 
become governor of the state. 

Long and tireless has been the struggle 
of the workers among these embryo citi- 
zens of our great republic. And it has been 
against great odds. With aid from the goOv- 
ernment, a greater degree of success could be 
realized. And why should the government 
not aid in making loyal citizens out of those 
who might otherwise grow up with a hatred 
of the nation in their breast to join the al- 
ready too large bands of criminals and out- 
casts? 

We do not need any new plans or systems 
for this work any more than we need new 
plans and systems in the agricultural line. 
The plans and organizations we have are 
good. But more men and larger funds are 
needed. Will the government see the need?

THE BUDGET. 
By H. S. Garland. 

Between the receipts and disbursements 
of the government—between the revenues and 
@ppropriations—there is coming to be a grow- 
Mg difference in the wrong direction. Hence, 
it has been said that this condition seems to 
demand not only some effective plan for in- 
creasing the revenue, but a thorough system 
of co-ordination whereby receipts and dis- 
bursements may be properly compared and 
adjusted, one to the other, by an established 
authority which gehall be responsible for the 
final balance. 

As it is at present, each claim that is made 
upon the government resources is pressed by 
its supporters practically without reference 
to any other. While it lies within the power 
of the treasury department to call the atten- 
tion of congress to the estimated income and 
the estimated outgo for the coming year, the 
veto of the president is the sole means by 


which the one may be brought within the 
limits of the other. 

It would seem, therefore, that some com- 
mittee should be created and charged with the 
diréct responsibility of keeping the expendi- 


ij ture of each year approximately within the 


revenues of the year. By such a committee 
many needless and wasteful expenditures 
might be checked, deficits avoided, and any 
surplus diverted to the most necessary and 
beneficial purposes. 

For example: In the matter of public 
buildings representatives from all over the 
country are anxious to secure the largest 
possible appropriations for their districts, 
letting economy rest with someone else. A 
great mass of such bills is annually poured in 
upon the treasury department. In many in- 
stances the buildings authorized are found 
to be unnecessary for the public business and 
such as could well be postponed for several 
years at least. But the secretary of the 
treasury, without regard to the prospect of 
@ grave deficit, is obliged to proceed with 
the purchase of sites and the construction of 
the buildings ordered. 

It must be evident also that the budget 
system is not only applicable and necessary 
to national government, but that it is @ 
necessary adjunct to state government as 
well. The same logic that justifies the crea- 
tion of such a system by the former justi- 
fies the creation of the same system by the 
latter. Hence, Georgia should adopt the 
system. As its worth and need have been 
proved, it is to be hoped that our state will 
take advantage of its opportunity to put it 
into operation, It is believed that the gov- 
ernor, as the state’s chief administrator, 
should be charged with the responsibility for 
the preparation and formation of the budget. 

Such a principle of indifference as has 
been noted seems more or less to pervade 
most appropriation bills; and, whether or not 
the state of the treasury dermands retrench- 
ment, it coul@ not fail to be of benefit to have 
some adequate supervising authority. As 
a simple business proposition, whatever our 
financial condition may be, there should 
be an authority to which the people may turn, 
with power to prepare for unusual contin- 
gencies and with the responsibility of avoid- 
ing injurious deficits. 


THE INFORMATION COMMITTEE.

It should be very gratifying to the people 
of the United States that the administration 
at.Washington has taken the position in re- 
gard to publication of war news in this coun- 
try that is evidenced in the formation of a 
committee on public information. 

George Creel, the executive chairman of 
this committee, is a former newspaper man 
and journalist, and has been in Europe for 
a large part of the past three years. He ‘s 
an ardent defender of Secretary Daniels and 
a strong supporter of Mr. Wilson, and ought 
to be able sympathetically to present the 
aims and policies of the administration. 

It seems that the aim of the committee is 
to be to give out large quantities of accurate 
news rather than to act as a restraining 
censorship. ‘This will serve to give the peo- 
ple that feeling of partnership that comes 
with full, frank statements concerning the 
sonduct of the public business.

Getting Acquainted With the Stars. 


That is what we are doing in our gram- 
mar schools—getting acquainted with a few 


-of the thousands of shining faces that twin- 


kle a friendly greeting to us from out “God's 
other deep.’”’ Thomas Carlyle said, “Why 
did not somebody teach me the constellations 
and make me at home in the starry heav- 
ens?” This cry is echoed in the heart of 
everyone who delights in the beauty of a 
starlit sky, but is unable to find there a 
familiar face. 

When the position of one or two constel- 
lations is fixed others can readily be found. 
This is a good time of the year to study 
the stars, as some of the most attractive 
groups are to be seen just after sunset. 

The Big Dipper, swinging in the northern 
sky, is the best-known constellation. It is 
naw tilted almost upside down, the handle 
extending out toward the east. If we follow 
the two stars in the other side of the bowl 
in a line opposite to the direction taken by 
the handle, the first bright star reached in 
that part of the sky is Polaris, the North 
Star. Polaris is at the extreme end of the 
handle of the Little Dipper. 

The handle of the Big Dipper points to 
another bright star, Arcturus, which appears 
above the horizon at about 7 o’clock.. At 
7:30 Arcturus has cleared the treetops, and 
at 8 is riding high in the heavens on his 
journey west. 

Capella is nearer Polaris than any of the 
brightest stars, or, as they are termed, stars 
of the first magnitude. It is a little to the 
south of the constellation Auriga. 

Orion, the hunter, is the most striking 
figure in the southern sky. He may be seen 


) early in the evening striding rapidly west- 


ward with uplifted club, Sirius at his heels 
and the Hare under his feet. The club never 
falls on the angry Bull, who backs across 
the heavens in front of the hunter and dis- 
appears without making the threatened 
plunge. Betelgeusé and Rigel are the chief 
stars in Orion. Betelgeuse marks the right 
shoulder and Rigel the left foot. The red 
star, Aldebaran, forms the eye of Taurus, the 
Bull. In the right shoulder is the well- 
known cluster, the Pleiades. Sirius is the 
most brilliant star in the heavens. 

Procyon and the twins, Castor and Pollux, 
are east of Orion. Cassiopeia and the Sickle 
are'two noticeable groups in the northern 
sky. Regulus is the principal star in the 
Sickle, which is a conspicuous part of the 
constellation, Leo. 

The children in our schools are making 
new sky acquaintances every clear night. 
Diagrams are used to find out the names of 
unfamiliar groups. 

Since the stars rise four minutes earlier 
every day, by a simple calculation we may 
learn when to look for a particular star or 
group. The stars afd constellations men- 
tioned are those most easily recognized be- 
twéen sunset and 9 o'clock, during the spring 
months. 

Every season has its attractions. Later 
on the summer sky will reveal hosts of other 
shining forms. The long evenings spent in 
the open: will have an added pleasure to the 
children in our schools who have had this 
simple introduction to astronomy—that of 
acquaintanceship in the starry heavens,

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is sown in greenhouses, hotbed, cold frames, 
or specially prepared beds at the rate of 
3% to 4 pounds for each acre to be planted. 
The seedlings are transplanted when they 
are somewhat smaller than a lead pencil and 
rather stocky. The root end of the seed- 
ling is pushed into the soil with one finger 
and the soil is then firmed about the plant. 
The seed is sown thickly in drills about 12 
to 14 inches apart. After the plants become 
established, they are thinned to 2 or 3 inches 
apart. The maturity of the bulbs may be 
hastened by preventing the continued growth 
of the tops. This is sometimes accomplished 
by rolling an empty barrel over the rows and 
breaking down the tops. After these are 
practically dead, the onion bulbs may be 
pulled up bd hand from the soil and spread 
in a dry, well-ventilated place to cure. There- 
after they may be stored in crates or bags for 
winter use. In the north, the crop ripens 
and is harvested during the latter part of the 
summer early autumn. In the southern 
states where the crop is grown during the 
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winter, the harvesting and marketing period 
takes places during the spring months. 

There are several kinds of onions that 
may remain in the soil over winter. The 
multiplier, or potato onion, for example 
can be planted from sets in the autumn an 
will produce excellent green early onions. A 
large onton of this type contains a number 
of distinct hearts and, if planted, will pro- 
duce a number of small onions. On the 
other hand, a small onion contains. but one 
heart and will produce a large union. A few 
of the large ones may be planted each year 
to produce sets for the following years plant-

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THE TEMPERATURE OF THE WORKROOM 

Girls employed in factories are particu- 
larly susceptible to the respiratory diseases, 
including ordinary coryza (head “cold’’), sore 
throat, bronchitis and tuberculosis, because 
of the fact that they obtain little or no sun- 
shine all winter, for they go to and from 
work before and after the hours of sun- 
Shine; because of the dust to which they are 
exposed in many industries; and because of 
the excessive warmth of the workroom. 

The less daylight in the workroom the 
worse for the health of the worker. Em- 
ployers who provide a pleasant roof garden 
or other place where the workers may obtain 
a little direct sunlight at lunch hour are 
rendering a public service as well as im- 
Proving the health and efficiency of em- 
Ployees. Direct sunlight is a powerful 
Stimulant to the manufacture of red blood: 
corpuscles, a stimulant of metabolism, and a 
germicide as strong as any chemical which 
may be safely applied to the body surface. 

The influence of dust in various occupa- 
tions has been touched upon in recent dis- 
cussions in this column. { should say here 
that the minute injury of the delicate lining 
of the air passages from dust particles prob- 
ably opens the way for infections, which the 
individual might otherwise escape. And if 
the victim is confined long hours in a dark 
workroom where little sunlight, even indi- 
rect, ever penetrates, her resistance to such 
infections is naturally weakened. 

Girls in factory workrooms often quarrel 
with each other about ventilation. One girl 
thinks it is too warm and wants to open 
some windows. Another feels none too warm 
and fears the draft will give her a “cold.” 
The result is that when these matters are 
left to the whims of the workers, much dis- 
satisfaction prevails. i 

It is of little import whether windows 
are kept open or closed. The important thing 
is the temperature of the room. If that is 
regulated by arbitrary standard, the whims 
of the girls at work in the room may prop- 
erly be ignored. Let the thermometer be the 
sole guide. At a temperature of approxi- 
mately 68 degrees Fahrenheit, or maybe a 
degree or two lower, the humidity or mois- 
ture of the air will be about right, and the 
health of the workers will be conserved,

Hold your chest high to keep 
the stomach far from the feet as possible, 
The rest cure is useful only because it per- 
mits one to fatten up, and the accumulation 
of fat is the best remedy for gastroptosia or 
sagging stomach, as it is for floating kid- 
ney. Frequent small meals usually preferable 
in such cases. Water freely, but in frequent 
small drinks.

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NO MORE AVIATION 
RECRUITS NEEDED 


However, Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps Are All Urg- 


at Once. 


While still greatly in need of men 
to fight on land and sea, Uncle Sam has 
obtained all the recruits he needs for 
fighting in the air at present. Captain 
G. V. Heidt, local army recruiting of- 
ficer, declared yesterday that he had 
received word from the war department 
that, with a few exceptions, the signal 
corps, which includes airmen, had been 
recruited to full strength. 

There is room for some additional 
commercial telegraph operators and ap- 
plicants will be received for the avia- 
tion section of mechanics to work on 
the ground, but no more men are needed 
for training in flying. 

Army recruits came in Wednesday in 
fairly satisfactory numbers, there be- 
ing about fifty enlisted for the day. 
There were twenty-five passed in the 
navy and four from Atlanta and vicin- 
ity in the marine corps. 

“I believe that Georgia boys are wak- 
ing up to the great advantages offered 
by the war clause in the present terms 
of enlistment,” Captain Heidt declared, 
“although it seems that many of them 
are waiting until the conscription bill is 
actually passed before they volunteer. 

“They should make haste to come in 
how under the present terms, which are 
as liberal as congress can make them, 
and which assure the volunteer's dis- 
charge immediately on the termination 
of the war. The conscript army may not 
have terms near so liberal as these, but 
may be compelled to remain in the 
army for a reserve period after the war 
closes.” 

Following the policy of the govern- 
ment with other regiments, it is expect- 
ed that the Seventeenth infantry, lo- 
cated at Fort McPherson, may in the 
near future be divided into three regi- 
ments. 

Should this be done, in all probability, 
all of the Georgia boys sent for train- 
ing to Fort McPherson would be re- 
tained in these units, and they would 
really make three Georgia regiments. 
One of them wou!'d retain the old name 
of the Seventeenth and the other two 
would be given new numbers. 

If this course is taken by the gov- 
ernment, it is believed that it would 
Breatly stimulate recruiting, as Geor- 
gia boys will naturally like to be held 
together in the same organizationa.

PREACHERS WILL: AID 
IN FOOD PRODUCTION 


Help Is Asked in Letter Signed 
by Pinchot and Leading 
Churchmen. 


Preachers throughout the south are 
to be enlisted in the cause of increased 
food production. As a result of the 
recent food conferences held in Atlanta 
in which Gifford Pinchot, the noted 
conservation expert, took a leading 
part, a letter has been drafted by Mr. 
Pinchot and signed by him and by 
leading farm experts and church offi- 
cials of the south, which is being mail- 
ed out to all the preachers of this sec- 
tion urging them to engage actively 
in interesting their church membership 
in increased food production to meet 
the present crisis. 

The letter, which sets forth that the 
whole future of the country and of 
the world hangs on the way America 
meet the food shortage, is as follows: 

Dear Brother: In every national crisis of 
the past, the church has borne her part. 
Today we are facing @ great spiritual crisis, 
combined with a greater material crisis than 
the world has known before. 

In Hands of Farmers. 

The safety of our country in the great 
war is directly in the hands of the farm- 
ers. This is true because uhless we can 
feed ourselves and feed the men who are 
fighting for us across the water, the great 
cause which we have joined will be lost. 
The president himself has appealed to the 
farmers, but the co-operation of the preach- 
ers will add greatly to the strength of this 
appeal. 

Our food crops last year were relatively 
small. Consequently the fdod reserves of 
the whole world are low. This year the 
promise is no better. Our winter wheat 
crop is likely to be fifty million bushels be- 
low the last one, while our reserve of meats 
in storage is one hundred million pounds 
short of the normal, ‘ 

At this great time the most important 
thing to be done in the service of our 
on and of humanity is to raise more 
00 

The south does not support herself with 
food. The food she imports from the north 
and west, and which she herself could easily 
raise, amounts each year. to the vast sum 
of seven hundred million dollars, 

In this hour of the nation’s need, the 
south should feed herself. It is the patrio- 
otic duty of the southern farmer to in- 
crease his prodaction of staple food crops, 
such as corn, pigs, cattle, velvet beans and 
peas. It is also to his advantage to do so, 
The farmer who plants more food serves his 
country and helps himself. The southern 
farmer will either get his price or he can 
use the food he raises himself instead of im- 
porting it from the north. Even though 
the war should stop, the huge demand 
for food will centinue and increase, for in 
that event Germany and Austria also would 
have to come to us. The whole world is 
short, and do all we can, there is no chance 
that the supply will equal what is needed. 

Wonderful is the chance for usefulness you 
have just now to help the members of your 
flock, to help your country, to help the 
world, and at the same time to help the 
chuch or churches to which you minister. 

If the churches will lend a hand, 
great campaign for more food will be 
Here is your chance to serve now. If you 
will take this task in hand there will be 
more food for the starving women and chil- 
dren of Belgium, for the orphans of France, 
and for the men in the trenches, who are 
fighting our battles. 

The call is to the church. It will be a 
national misfortune and a calamity to the 
church if her chosen ministers neglect or 
fail to exercise their natural leadership in 
the great cause of feeding a world in need, 

The planting season is already far ad- 
vanced. If we are not to be found wanting, 
the earliest possible action will be none 
too soon. See your friends, enlist thein sup- 
port in this modern crusade and lend the 
power of your own personal influence. 

On Sundays you have been in the habit 
of speaking the word of Eternal Life to your 
people; in this solemn time another “word 
is nigh thee, even in thy mouth.” This 
word should be spoken in every church, 
in every preacher’s group of churches It is 
a word based on our country’s need that 
the farmers should come to the help of a 


world menaced by hunger. We earnest- 
ly request that you make this plea to your 
people next Sunday. = 

Must Raise Much Food. . 

We Americans must raise eno food 
for ourselves, 
abroad, so thet.akhough m ships are 
sunk by submarines, yet the food on the 
unsunk ships. will keep England and France 
from being starved. For if England is 
atarved into submission, the En fleet 
will pass into German hands, and our turn 
will come next. 

Our country:is now involved in war.

The second stage of the trial of Pro- 
fessor Vawter opened with the court- 
room filled to suffocation with people 
eager to hear the proceedings. 

Mrs. Vawter Looking Beautiful. 


Mrs. Vawter was in court early, 
neatly dressed in a blue cloth suit and 
blue hat and looking beautiful, won- 
derfully beautiful, despite the fearful 
ordeal through which she is passing. 
She sat near her husband. They were 


laccompanied by their children, Charlie, 


aged 11, and Rachel, aged 9, and also 
4 Mrs. Vawter’s sister, Mrs. C. 
és. 


Before the letters were read all wom- 
en were excluded from ¢he court room 
on motion of Attorney Lee, for the de- 
fense. Mrs. Vawter is expected to tes- 
tify tomorrow. 

Charlie Vawter, little son of the ac- 
cused, was the first witness called for 
the defense. The child was question- 
ed as uSual as to his understanding 
of an oath abdssaid that little boys 
who tell stories “go to the bad place,” 
explaining in amsawer to questions, 
that his motherind father taught him 
that. -He geaid he was awakened by 
pistol shots. He got up, but his father 
told him .to go.back to bed and not 
worry, but “to be good to mother.” 

Prefessor Vawter on Stand. 

Professor Vawter followed his son 
on the stand. He said he was 40 sents 
old, was educated’at the Universi ee 
Virginia, had taught at V. P. I. since 
1902 and married Miss Rachel Hender- 
son, of Salem, Va., September 3, 1902. 
He eaid he drank and that it took lit- 
tle whisky to down him completely. 
Stockton Heth, he said, he loved like a 
brother until he suspected improper 
relations with his wife. 

When asked for specific instances of 
improper relations, Vawter said that 
last June he drank, lay down in a re- 
ception room, woke at 1 o'clock and 
missed Heth and his wife, went up- 
stairs and 6aw Vawter running 
out of Heth’s room in her mugnt dress. 
When asked what she was doing she 
replied that she had been fixing Heth’'s 
collar. Vawter denounced her, went 
into Heth’s room and said: 

“Stockton, you d— libertine and rob- 
ber of homes, what do Pas mean by 
such conduct with my wife?’ 

Heth jerked him into the room, call- 
ed to rs. Vawter to close the door 
and choked Vawter for suspecting his 
wife. Vawter said: 

“They could always outtalk me.” 

Found Heth Kissing Mrs. Vawter. 


Vawter told of a married woman 
visiting his home and of his suspicion 
that the relations between her and 
Heth were not proper. On December 
24, after he had taken several drinks 


furnace and on returning found Heth 
kissing Mrs. Vawter. 
whereupon the latter choked him into 
insensibility. He and his wife later 
made an agreement under which he 
was not to drink and she was to see 
Heth’ no more. 
Coming to the events of the fateful 
night, Vawter told of their drinking to- 
ether, of seeing his wife rush from 
eth’s room, of a look of despair on 
her face and of his going downstairs 
to get his pistol. Mrs. Vawter strug- 
led to keep him from: shooting and 
eth took hold of him and pressed him 
down violently. As he felt conscious- 
ness slipping from him he fired, and 
Heth fell crying, “I am shot. Mrs. 
Vawter ot covering and placed it 
over Heth and then the doctor was 
called. 

Vawter said that he thought his wife 
said “Kill me first,” when she grappled 
with him. He stated that the four times 
he had broken his pledge about drink- 
ing was when Heth offered him whisky. 

Vawter then told of how he went 
into the children’s room, where his lit- 
tle daughter Rachel was found crying. 
He took both his children into is arms, 
kissing them and saying: ‘Children, I 
don’t know what they will do to father, 
but I have protected you. Whatever 
happens, be good to mother.” 

Vawter Weeps on Stand. 


Vawter completely lost control of 
himself when he detailed the events of 
the night. 

Under cross-examination Vawter -ad- 
mitted writing certain letters to Heth, 
but said he was drunk when they were 
written. 

Several times during the examination 
the accused man broke down complete- 
ly and wept. 

Bernard Williams, a student who 
roomed in the Vawter house and who 
was present the night of the shooting, 
testified that he never knew of the 
intimate relations between Heth and 
Mrs Vawter, but that the two drank 
frequently together and often went into 
the country in Heth's automobile. He 
corroborated testimony relating to the 
entire party taking drinks and playing 
cards and that ter the shooti he 
had heard Mrs. Vawter say: “Stockton, 
dear, it is all my fault,” and saw Pro- 
fessor Vawter with a sleeve torn from 
his night shirt and several scratches 
and bruises about his neck and body.

Frances Alda, prima donna 
soprano of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, in concert at the Atlanta theater 
ast night, delighted an audience which 
made up in enthusiasm for its number, 
somewhat thinned by the completion 
only four days ago of attendance. on 
seven performances of grand opera in 
six days. : 

With the .-.retrospect still fresh of 
Mme. Alda’s “Francesca da Rimini,” its 
beauty heightened by a eat orches- 
tra, a perfect setting and the flow of 
dramatic action, yet her audience found 
completeness of pleasure in this differ- 
ent role, which exploited with no less 


|of success the art of the singer, the 


personability of the woman. 

Her program was one of generous 
length, but it proved not nearly ade- 
quate, and encore after encore had to 
be added. 

A group of old songs, English, French 
and Italian, of a quaintness which made 
them companion pieces for the familiar 
“Nymphs and Shepherds,” by Purcell, 
introduced the singer in a happy reve- 
lation of that most difficult of arts— 
simplicity. There is nothing to bide 
behind in these old-fashioned airs, and 


in delicate detail of phrasing, in un- 
forced style, was charming, the group 
ending with that favorite of prima 
donnas, Dr. Arne’s “Lass With the Del- 
icate Air.” 

Two Finnish songs (in Finnish) and 
one by Grieg, likewise in the original, 
were interesting novelties. Burleigh’s 
“Deep River“ was sung with a breadth 
of tone appropriate to its welsh’ of 
feeling, and Woodman’'s “Open Secret” 
was an exuberant translation of the 
overflowing spirit of the spring song. 

In Mme. Alda’s third group of songs 
she attained to her most brilliant 
achievement. All were dramatic of 
manner, and lay often in the higher 
register, both of which conditions ex- 
ploit her most able work. Three of 
these, songs by Frank Forge, ‘the 
artist at the piano, might have been 
written especially for Mme. Alda, so 
atrenesy were they adapted to her most 
conspicuous good qualities, and she 
sang them with an effectiveness which 
would have inspired any composer. 

An aria and minuet from Puccini’s 
“Manon” was a beautiful episode in 
flow of tone and interprétative taste.
